Concluding Remarks. 

The <Jiuthor has had no time, from the force 
of circumstances, up to this moment, carefully 
to loohover the Specimens, or even what he has 
written, far less to correct the mistaAes, that 
for the reason assigned the Specimens con- 
tain, and on this point , in J udgina of the Spe- 
cimens he claims the considerate forbearance 
of intelligent minds. In regard how ever to 
the main point to be examined v/z. the adequacy 
of the princ/p/es of communication adopted 
to answer the purpose contemplated, he asks 
for no such forbearance; he ieaves it to the 
force of the conviction , which he believes the 
examination of these principles will naturally 
produce, to determine whether or not there is 
here presented, what it claims to be, a Spec- 
imen of an efficient medium of communi cation 
for the Deaf and Dumb , whether educated 
or uneducated , 61/ means of which those who 
desire to be useful to the Deaf $ Dumb may 
he able to advance them still more in intelligence 
and usefulness.
